MANAGER OUTLINES REFORMS. 


M.. ivanoff, gencral manager of: the 
(Chineso Eastern Railway Administra. 
tion, recently invited certain Chinese 
officials of the line to, an informal 
meeting and delivered 4 speech in which 
he outlined certain reforms and im- 
provements to be adopted: ‘Since .the 
éonelusion of the understanding between 
the ‘Mukden -authorities and the Soviet 
Governmecat, & Dew cra” bas been opened 
in’ the administration: of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, which ‘has since’ ad- 
opted a policy entirely different’ from 
the ‘former policy, What the adminis- 
tration is strenuously working for is 
ito devise means to, redeem its dobts 
fan ag to make {it free from finangial: 
obligations, © The railway is somewhat 
handicapped so long as it is finahcially 
obliged tu‘its creditors. With. its debts 
redeemed, its credit will became better 
and in the future loans ‘can, bo raised at 
a lower tate of interest. A comparison 
of the rate of the interest it now pays 
} with what was paid years ago. will con- 
vince, ong in this respect. The ranl- 
way uxed to ratsr Joang ‘at a yearly in, 
terest averaging IS per cent instead of 
betveen 12 and 10 per cent. as at present, 
Formerly.the railway coided its financi- 
gy} transactions mainly to ¥he Russo- 
Asiatic « Bank, but we should 
patronise particularly the .Bank of 
China and the’ Far Enstern Bank.’ 
Formerly we derived at inost, a 4 per 
cent. interest on our current deposits but 
now that fate has been. raised to 6 per 
cent. ; ;

Strong criticisms of the testy usually 
employed in policy stations to determine 
whether a person is drunk were, made 
by Sir ‘James Purves-Stewart, senior 
physician at Westminster Hospital, ot o 
meeting of the Society: for the Study of 
Inebriety. in thy rooms of the: Medical 
Society of Landon, Chandos-street, .W., 
Sir James said that, to his mind, “s 
drunken .person” could, only be “One 
who. has taken aleoho! in a sufficient’ 
quantity to poison his central nervous 
system, producing in his ordinary pre- 
cesses ol reaction tovhis surroundings 
a temporary Uisorder which enuses him 
to be ® nuisancetor danger to himself 
or.to others.” * . “ ‘ 
Referring tu. the examination, of sup- 
' posed drunken persons by police’ sur- 
geons, Sir James declared that ‘medi-: 
cal offeers vary considerably in their 
temperament and in their susceptibility 
to the dogematic suggestion of drunken- 
ness propounded by police constables,” 
but he added that police constables were.
